Home  Economics

After  completion, 
the  cost  of  the  garment  is  computed 
including  the  cost  of  labor  involved. 

Vi.Tunc  Golden,  assistant  in  home 
economics  is  tc.aching  the  class  and  is 
conducting  the  work  very  sticcessfully. 

The  foods  cIjiss  in  batters  and 
doughs  has  taken  up  the  making  of 
different  varieties  of  cake.  Typical 
butter  and  sponge  cakes  have  been 
made.  After  baking,  the  cakes  are 
sc'ored  |jy  each  member  of  the  class. 
The  points  considered  .are  texture, 
flavor  and  liglitness,  baking  and  gen¬ 
eral  appearance. 

Agriculture 

The  cla.ss  in  Farm  Crops  has  been 
judging  corn  that  Avas  grown  on  the 
school  farm  and  it  Avas  found  that 
there  would  be  approximately  forty 
bushels  of  good  seed  corn  available 
for  .spring  planting.  Wheat  judging 
Avill  be  taken  up  next  by  this  class.

Soy  Beniis,  of  varieties  adapted  to 
this  locality  and  grown  at  the  school 
farm  are  ready  for  delivery  to  fanners 
of  this  vicinity  for  spring  planting,

Chamber  of  Commerce  and  College 
Unite  in  Cooperation  and  ’Service 

Many  colleges  give  their  best  ser¬ 
vice  to  students  in  the  school.  Others 
specialize  on  their  correspondence 
students  while  a  few  devote  their 
time  and  energy  to  community  work. 

The  Cliambcr  of  Commerce  in  some 
cities  may  stress  city  improvement, 
others  may  devote  their  time  to  spe¬ 
cial  work  to  be  accomplished  both  in 
tlic  city  and  out. 

Every  city  cannot  have  a  college 
and  many  do  not  have  a  Ch.amber  of 
Commerce.  Fortunate,  indeed,  is  the 
city  that  contains  a  live  working  ener¬ 
getic  organization  consisting  of  both 
working  together  with  the  single  pur¬ 
pose  of  rendering  service  to  the  dis¬ 
trict  where  they  are  located.  Maryville 
claims  first  place  in  Missouri  in  the 
success  of  its  service  and  cooperation. 

Every  Tuesday  evening  at  7:30  a 
line  of  automobiles  is  seen  in  front  of 
the  college.  Going  into  the  building, 
you  will  find  the  attraction  that  draws 
the  crowd.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  College  teachers  meet  at  the 
college  for  physical  recreation.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  consists  of 
ninety-eight  per  cent  of  the  business 
men  of  the  town,  a  majority  of  the 
men  teachers  at  the  college  and  many 
out  of  town  residents. 

Their  usual  program  consists  of 
7:30  cnlisthenic  exercises,  9  o'clock 
contests  in  volley  ball  and  at  10:00 
basket  ball  practice  begins.  For  these 
games  the  young  and  the  younger,  (all 
older  men  become  young  hero)  the 
business  and  college  men  are  placed 
in  mixed  groups.  In  this  work  all 
become  acquainted,  not  the  form.il 
ac(|iiaintance,  but  the  .acquaintance 
that  comes  only  by  team  work.  The 
nu'u  do  not  go  into  intensive  team 
work  or  training  but  play  only  for 
diversion  .and  make  the  program  to 
please  the  majority  of  the  crowd. 

Monday  evening  of  each  week  is 
set  aside  for  luncheon  and  a  good  so¬ 
cial  time.  Here  the  members  of  the 
.S.  T,  C,  Cliamber  of  Commerce,  Farm 
Bureau  officials  or  anyone  else  that 
desires  to  be  there  may  attend.  A 
short  time  is  spent  in  talking,  listen¬ 
ing  to  a  few  speeches  and  singing  a 
few  songs.  After  spending  from  fif¬ 
teen  to  thirty  minutes  discussing 
things  of  eoinmnnity  interest  and  w'ol- 
fare,  they  go  their  elubrooms  and 
tliere  transact  any  business  or  con¬ 
tinue  tile  discussion  of  any  important 
matter  on  hand.  Everyone  is  invited 
to  the  luncheon  and  olub-room  dii- 
cussion.  . 

During  the  year  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  representatives  of  the 
college  met  in  groups  in  the  surround¬ 
ing  towns  and  eoinmunitiei  becoming 
better  acquainted  with  the  people. 
Here  also  they  advertised  the  service 
that  the  people  were  able  to  obtain  at 
home,  At  many  of  the  gatherings  In 
addition  to  the  aoelal  time  that  every¬ 
one  enjoyed,  noted  apeakera  were  ob¬ 


tained  nnd  these  afforded  another 
valuable  source  of  information  and 
eiitcrt.ainment. 

The  College  is  increasing  its  service 
as  is  shown  by  increased  attendance, 
a  greater  number  of  correspondence 
students,  .a  better  and  more  extensive 
community  service. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  does  not 
intcrfoi’c  with  any  other  org.anization. 
It  w’orks  for  the  good  of  the  entire 
community,  having  in  mind  that  the 
tiling  that  will  benefit  Nodaway 
County  will  benefit  all.  Service  is  the 
keynote  to  the  organization.  Six 
hundred  people  were  placed  in  posi¬ 
tions  by  them  hast  year.  People  call 
them  to  obtain  information  .about  the 
roads  or  to  find  out  where  a  person 
lives. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  adver¬ 
tised  the  Maryville  S.  T.  C.  twice 
in  twent3*-eight  papers  situated  in 
nineteen  counties  in  this  district.  The 
advertising  was  placed  in  the  papers 
having  the  largest  ciculation.  This 
is  the  first  Chamber  of  Commerce  ad¬ 
vertising  a  college  .and  the  first  col¬ 
lege  ndvortised  in  the  state  in  this 
manner. 

The  membership  fee  is  onU*  ten  dol- 
1ar.s  a  year  and  an^’ono  can  become  .a 
member.  Evidently  it  Avonld  be  h.ard 
to  find  a  better  investment,  for  the 
membership  not  only  hel]>s  the  indiv- 
idu.al  but  his  neighbor  as  w*cll. 

.Tohn  M.  Gild,  Secretary  of  the  Kan¬ 
sas  City  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  be 
the  speaker  at  their  .annu.al  mooting 
April  12.  This  meeting  will  be  at  the 
college.  Ever^’^one  is  urged  to  attend. 
The  other  two  annual  meetings  were 
held  at  the  college,  the  girls  of  the 
college  serving  the  meals.  The  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  hopes  to  perpetuate 
this  practice. 

When  a  successful  college  and  a 
successful  Chamber  of  Commerce  com¬ 
bine  their  physical  .and  soci.al  activ¬ 
ities  breaking  down  the  formal  reserve 
of  their  own  members  and  in  addition 
securing  the  viervs  of  the  citizens  of 
the  district  in  communit.v  meetings, 
then  and  only  then  can  they  obtain 
the  cream  of  ideas  and  secure  the 
necossarv  constructive  criticism  for 
their  projects. 

With  this  backing  Nodaw’ny  County 
and  the  College  district  must  grow. 
Keep  this  slogan  in  mind — 

‘  ‘  W A  TCH  M  A  RYVTLLE.  ’  ’

Missouri  Schools  Need  More  Study 
of  Art. 

]Missoiiri  should  follow  the  example 
set  b3’  California  and  have  a  State 
Art  Conference.  The  following  are 
among  the  recommendations  recently 
adopted  by  the  conference  at  the  end 
of  a  two-day  session:  “That  the  fun- 
da  mentals  of  art  instruction  should 
be  t.aught  to  all  pupils  in  tlie  elemen¬ 
tary  scliools,  and  special  art  courses 
be  intnulncod  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.” 

“That  the  State  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the 
art  institution  in  the  elementary 
scliool,  formulate  minimum  require¬ 
ments  for  a  course  of  studj*  and  sug^ 
gest  plans  for  furthering  art  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the 
state. ’ ’ 

“That  county  or  circuit  art  super¬ 
visors  bo  emplo^'ed  to  supervise  those 
schools  without  art  supervisors.  ’  ’ 

“That  the  minimum  time  devoted 
to  art  instruction  in  the  elementary 
scliools  be  two  hours  per  w’oek  dur¬ 
ing  the  entire  school  .year  for  eight 
years.  ’  ’ 

“That  art  instruction  in  the  high 
schools  be  placed  on  an  equality*  with 
other  subjects  in  both  time  and  cred¬ 
it  allowed  for  its  study.” 

“That  in  each  high  school  of  the 
state  at  least  one  full  elective  course 
In  art  be  provided.”  • 

A  resolution  that  one  unit  of  art 
be  required  for  graduation  from  the 
high  school  was  passed  by  the  art  di¬ 
vision  at  the  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  last  year.  The  resolution  was  in¬ 
troduced  by  Miss  HeLuee. 


Judge  Ben  Lindsey,  Denver’s  great 
judge  of  the  juvenile  court,  who  rare¬ 
ly  sentences  a  boy  to  a  reform  sebool 
or  to  imprlaqameat  of  mj  aort,  will 
speak  in  tke  Normal  aiditorinm  at 
Aberdeea.
